Joseph Reinacli, a member of Ihc French Chamber of Depu- 


ties, and a "temperance reformer," lias declared himself an 
advocate of woman suffrage because only by the voles of 
women can alcoholism, which lie calls "the national peril," be 
checked. M. Reinacli, however, holds out some hope to men 
who may regard woman'suffrage, lop, as a national peril. Let 
them vote for "anti-alcohol laws, limiting licenses, prohibiting 
absinthe, and suppressing distillers', privileges." Then, if they 
think as Dr. Clemcnceau thinks, that voting women would 
lake the French nation back to the Middle Ages, they can save 
their country from two evils at once. 
Few, we fancy, will 


agree with the views of cither of Ihc two eminent Frenchmen. 
Prohibition makes great headway in Ihc Uniled Stales without 
the votes of women, though not without Ilieir influence, yet 
alcoholism is not only a national evil hut a local evil in prohi- 
bition Stales.
